PEKIN, Dec. 30.—The Chinese pleni 


potentiaries. Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang, have unexpectedly been or- 
dered to sign the preliminary joint note

foreign envoys to this effect. 
The 


Chinese themselves are greatly eur 
prised at receiving the imperial instruc- 
tions eo soon, as they did not expec* 
a reply from the emperor much befote 
ten days. The emperor's instruction to 
them are that they shall agree fully to 
the note, but endeavor to eccuie the 
very best terms po&sible, especially in 
the limitation of the anmber of legation 
guards and the places where these are 
to be stationed. 
Ihey are alao in- 


structed to endeavor to nave the mili- 
tary posts along the railroad limited to 
as few as possible and get thi powers 
to agree not to destroy the forts, but 
merely disarm them. Li Hung Chang 
is in a very bad condition and it is 
doubtful if he will be able to do mo e 
than affix his signature to a document 
delegating his poweis as plenipoten- 
tiary to Prince Clung, until his suc- 
cessor can be appointed. He was wor&o 
this moining and was carried in a chair 
t ) the house of Prince Ching, where the 
two had a long consultation.

Chi-jg then called on the Spanish minis- 
ter and requested him to notify the 
envoys that the Chinese government 
had accepted the note.

od northerner named William Kyle, 
from Massachusetts, who has been su- 
perintending the construction of a cot- 
ton mill at Addtville. Kyle and others 
were playing cards in a hotel, when one 
John Bansby, who bad been drinking, 
throw two dollars down on the table, 
saying, "Play for that." This was re- 
fused and an altercation easued.

Keelhauling was u method of naval dis- 


cipline particularly in vogue with the 
Dutch navy, for as Van Trpmp swept the 
channel with a broom at his masthead his 
countrymen sometimes used human sweep- 
ers under their kcols. In large square rig- 
ged vessels tho victim was lashed to a spar 
and had iron weights secured to his feet, 
spans were secured to this spur, and lines 
were led from it to the inainyard. When 
all was ready, the culprit was swayed up 
co the mainyard, dropped into tho sea aud 
hauled under the ship to tho other side. 
Hero is tbe way Marryat describes its op- 
eration in that small cutter whero Small- 
bones suffered and Snarleyow was t)1 ought 
GO be a dog fiend: "This Ingenious proc- 
ess," he writes, "is nothing more >r less 
than scudding a poor navigator on a voy- 
age of discovery under the bottom of the 
vessel, lowering him down over the bows, 
and with the ropes retaining him exactly 
in his position under the keelson, while he 
is drawn alt by a hauling line until he 
makes his appearance at the rudder chains, 
generally speaking quite out of breath, 
not at the rapidity of his motion, but be- 
cause when so long under the water ho 
had expended all tho breath in his body 
and was induced to take salt water in lieu. 


"In tho days of keelhauling the bottoms 


of vessels were-not coppered, and iu conse- 
quence were all studded with a species of 
shellfish called barnacles, which attached 
themselves, and as these shells were all 
open mouthed and with sharp cutliug 
points those who underwent this punish- 
ment (for they •« ere made to hup the keel- 
son of the vessel by tho ropes at each side 
fastened to their arms) were cut and scored 
all over the body as if with so msny lan- 
cets, generally coining tip bleeding in ev- 
ery port. But this was considered rather 
advantageous than otherwise, as tbe IOFS 
of blood restored the patient if he was not 
quite drowned, and tho consequence was

THE PEANUT FABMER 


HOW HE GROWS AND HARVESTS HIS 


TOOTHSOME CROP. 


We Hai»e Nearly Five Million Bu»b- 


el» Ia This Country Yearly, or 
About One-filth ot the World'* 
7-roduct—t»e» ot tlt«» Nut. 
Most of the nuts grown in Virginia and 


North Carolina are the goobers. The 
goober is to the actual peanut what the 
qunhaug is to the genuine clam. The 
shell usually contains but two kernels. 
This is the nut with which the Italians 
load their wagons nud sell in paper bags 
on the street corners. The real peanut 
which answers to the Rhode Island clam 
is smaller than the goober. The kernel is 
about the size of a large pea, and its fla- 
vor is sweeter than the other variety. It 
is gro'nn principally in North Carolina 
and Tennessee. Occasionally a few get 
into a bag of goobers, but very seldom, as 
they are shelled and sold for from 10 
cents to 15 cents a peck more than the 
others.. They go into candy paste and to 
the oil factories of Europe. 


The peanut farmer begins planting as 


soon as the frost is out of the ground in 
tho spring. The shelled nuts form the 
seed, and about two bushels are required 
for an acre. In a few weeks the plant 
gets above the oarth and begins to leaf 
out. 
A field of peanuts looks much like 


a field of clever, and during the war 
many o" the northern soldiers mistook 
clover Cekls for peanut patches \vhile 
hunting for (something to vary their ra- 
tions. 
The plants grow in rows, very 


much like potato vines, and are cultivat- 
ed in the same way. Weeds will soon 
ch'i1..e their growth, and the pickaninnies

It is drawn by 
one mule and cuts the plants off close to 
th? roots. As soon as enough has accu- 
mulated on the plow to form a stack it is 
thrown off and massed around a short 
pole stuck in the ground. Tbe stack is 
formed with the leaves outside, aud the 
vines are wound around it as tightly as 
possible to protect the nuts from the 
weather. The plan is somewhat similar 
to that of binding wheat. About three 
weeks' exposure "seasons." the nuts and 
dries the vine, so that the pods are ready 
to be picked. 


The p;ckmg is the most expensive oper- 


ation of all and takes the most time, 
Whether in the barn or on the ticld, nil 
the work has to be done by hand. Tlie 
nuts aie thrown into laige baskets and 
the vines made into large Mai Us or siond 
away in the lolt. for they make a h:iy 
which ia ically mote nourishing for tho 
average mule than timothy. T!ic ^ ine is 
n little too rough foi' a horde's throat, hut 
it is a Inxuiy to the average southern 
mule, who will grow fat in peanut hny 
and nothing else. 
In all fields some of 


the vines \\iil be blacl ened aud cuts of 
poor quality.

ground, and later the pifjs are turned into 
the field.

This is but a small proportion 
ot the world's crop, however, which ag- 
gregates fully 550.000,000 pounds. It \ 
calculated that we ent about $10.000.00o 
worth of peanuts j early, or 4.000,000 
bushels of the nuts, either In candy or 
tbe original kernels. The shucks, ot 
shells, fonr. also good food for pigs, 
while, as already stated, peanut vines are 
a first class fodder for tntilos. 


Very few peanuts are eaten out of the 


pod in Europe, although fully 400.000.- 
1)00 pounds .ire sent to Great Britain and 
the continent every yenr from Africa urn! 
Asia. They are converted into oil and a 
sort of flour at factories at Mnrsrllles 
aud several English cities. A bushel of 
the genuine peanuts shelled can bo pie^ 
ed into about n jznllon of oil, which is 
substituted for olive and otbor table oils 
very frequently.

In. Their Floating; Realms. 


The captain of a British man-of-war is 


something of a czar aboard his own ship. 
He docs not possess power of life and 
death over his subordinates, but he can 
make or mar any man just as he pleases. 
Warrant officers and all ranks above can 
be punished only by court martial, but 
In all the ranks below warrant officer the 
captain can promote or degrade men as 
he thinks fit. 


Two tribunals are held daily in a bat- 


tleship. At noon the commander deals 
with the lighter offenses, while tbe more 
serious ones are judged by the captain at 
evening. 


At the dreaded evening function the 


captain presides sternly, sitting at a ta- 
ble on the quarter deck, with officers 
around him. The prisoners stand in a 
row lacing their judge. 


"What is this man, charged with?" 


asks tho captain as culprit No. 1 steps 
forward. 
The umster-at-arms states the charge, 


which Is that Ordinary Seaman Jonos 
walked when he should hate run and 
would not mend his pace when ordered 
to. 


"Call the witnesses!" commands tho 


"skipper," and the witnesses step for- 
waul nud give their ovidoncp. 


"Well, you have heard what the wit- 


nesses .said. What have you to sayV" 
asks the captain. 


Jones explains that he "didn't hear" ot 


"wrts going' to double" or something of 
the kind. 


The captain considers a moment while 


he sizes up appearances as well as testi- 
mony. "Well," is his conclusion, "I have 
to 'double,' so does everybody else in the 
ship, and you'll hnv<? to do the same. 
I'm determined (this with very significant 
emphasis) to havu everybody in my crew 
thoroughly smart at his work. Seven 
days 10 A." 


There are a number of what are term- 


ed "scale punishments" laid down by the 
admiralty. Of this 10 A is the most Ir- 
ritating. The man undergoing it 1ms tc 
take his meals tinder a sentry's super 
vision, work while the other men art 
resting, do all the dirty work of the ship 
and stand for a couple of hours at a 
stretch on the quarter deck with his face 
to the bulwarks. "Keeping the flies ofl 
the puint," -Tack calls it. 


The captain may sentence a man to 14 


days of this punishment or to 90 days' 
imprisonment in cells. Boyond that terra 
he cannot go. But there are- an infinite 
number of smaller punishments which 
he may inflict for a variety of offenses 
that to a landsman might seem mc« 
trifles. 
Such arc being late in turning 


out of a morning, wearing socks not ol 
the regulation pattern and so on.—Pear- 
sou's,

Terror of the Fanner*. 


While poison is most effectively nsed-on- 


South African farms against burrowlngi 
cieaturos of the jackal kind,' baboons sz» 
best dealt with in .open warfare with the. 
rifle, and large baboon hunting parties are. 
often formed among neighboring farmers. 
A short description of ojie of those baboon 
hunts may be of interest to reader? in tho 
mother country, and will give thera an 
idea of some of the outdoor experiences of 
their colonial cousins in farming district* 
between Cape Town and the Vaal river. 
I'he special character of baboon bunting Is 
derived from the fact that baboons ar» 
generally found ill large troops, number- 
ing up to 80 or 100 or more. In BOino of 
tho karroo farms of, the Sneeuwberg and 
Compnssberg ranges in the midland dis- 
tricts of the colony, for instance, the rocky 
krantzos and kopjes covered with bush and 
bowlder are often infested by such troops. 
So long as they are left undisturbed in 
their strongholds, so long must tho farmer 
be content to see the tale of his losses in 
stock grow bigger every day.

Oo\vn and raid his flocks. Their predatory 
methods, too, are revoltingly cruel, and 
'baboon bundled'' stock can always b» 
rocoguizi'd at a glance. They will attack 
cattle, tearing tho udders away with their 
long, ppwerful hands, and sheop and goats, 
are often found by the herdsman with 
their hindquarters stripped of tho flesh 
right to the bone, and left to die in slow 
torture. 


Sloreover, tho baboon is no respecter of 


persons, and the costly imported "lon£. 
VMDol" or the priceless Angora may fall a 
victim no less than tho common Cap* 
"hamcl" or "capater," which would only 
fetch a half sovereign or so at tho mar'cet 
la Crn dock or Graatf-iicinet. 


These facts are mentioned to show thnt 


tt,'e farmer has little cause to love baboons, 
nnd that It is to the interest of those who 
suffer from tho raids of these merciless 
freebooters to combine in force, so us ta 
kill off us many of the common enemy at 
each coup domain aapossible.—Chambers*

Heralds' college stated recently in an arti- 
cle that a large part of the business of that 
institution consisted in finding coats of 
arms and genealogies for opulent Ajneri- 
cans. Why should not those peoplo supply 
themselves with titles instead of contend- 
ing themselves with mere heraldic decora- 
tions? They can in many cases do so with 
ease and security. The only requisites in 
order to make a plausible claim nre Eng- 
lish descent and the same family name 
as one of tho innumerable extinct bar- 
onetcies. 


Sir Bernard Burke has published a work 


entitled "Kstinct and Dormant Baronet- 
cies.". He states that more- than 1,000 of 
these"titles have lapsod between tho orig- 
inal creation of tho order in 1611 and the 
present day. Of the§g themajority became 
extinct or dormarit~before 1783.

Something About General Sheridan's Fa- 


mous Black Warhorse. 


In January, 1870, General Sheridan sent 


tho following letter to ti friund: 
"In regard to the black horse, I am glad 


to state that he is still living and is now in 
my stable. Ho has been a pensioner for 
the past eight years, ne^ er bring used save 
in the way of necessary exercise. Ho is of 
Black Hawk stock, was foaled at or near 
Grand Rapid's, and was brought into 
tho army by one of ;the ofilcers of the 
Bccorcl Michigan cavalry, of which regi- 
ment t was the colonel in 1802. Early in 
the spring of that year, while the regiment 
was stationed a.t Rienzi, Miss., this horse 
was presented to me by the officers of the 
regiment, and at that titno was rising 
ycixi-s old. Consequently he must bo near- 
ly 19 years old now. He is over 17 hand 
in height, powcrfuly byilt, with a dw 
chest, strong shoulders, has a broad fore- 
head, a. clear eye and is an animal of great 
intelligence. In his prime he was one of 
the strongest horses 1 have ever known, 
vej-y jictivc und the fastest walker in the 
army, so fur us my experience goas. 
"I rode him constantly from 1862 to tho 


close of the war in all the actions and in 
all the raids as well as campaigns in which 
I took part. He was never ill, and his stay- 
ing powers were superb. 
At present he is 


a little rheumatic, fat and la/.y, but he has 
f:iirly earned bis rest, and so long us I live 
ho will bo well taken caro of." 


In October, 1878, the famous horse died, 


and Sheridan then made a slight addition 
to Winchester's biography, saying: "Heal- 
ways held his head high und by tho quick- 
ness of his movements gave many persons 
tho impression that he was exceedingly 
impetuous. This was not the case, for I 
could at any time control him by ii firm 
hand and a few words, and he was as cool 
and quiet under flre us one of 3ny old sol- 
dier;!.

Tho cjnrli'-yt 
known use of" till1 modern n.irnc occurs in 
tho record of 1552, wnich mentions t hot 
Edward VI had "one liiruri or watch of 
iron, tho casn being like-wise of iron gilt, 
with two plummets of lead." Tho first 
watches may readily bo supposed to have 
been of rude execution. The first great im- 
provement, the substitution of springs for 
•weights, was in 1550. The earliest springs 
were not coiled, but only straight pieces of 
steel. Karly watches bad only one Jiand, 
and, being wound up twice a day, they 
could not be expected to keep time nearer 
than 15 or 20 minutes in the IS hours. 
The dials were of silver or brass. The cases 
laid no 'crystals, but opened at the back 
and front and vsere 4 or 5 inches in 
diameter. A plain watch cost tho equiva- 
lent of $1,600 in our currency, and after 
one was ordered it took a year to make it.

Paper SailM. 


Paper sails are coming into use in plnce 


of those made of canvas. It is claimed that 
they are as durable, soft and flexible as 
those made of fabric. The following isi the 
method of preparing the paper pulp used 
for these sails: "To the paper pulp is add- 
ed fat, a solution of alkali pilicatn, glue, 
alum and potassium bichromate, and I rom 
this, by means of .1 paper making ma- 
chine, a- fairly thick paper is produced. 
Two strips of this nre pasted together. B^ 
passing these under considerable pressure 
through rollers a very thin and soft sheet 
of paper is formed. This is passed through 
a weak .solution of sulphuric acid, which 
iins tho effect of converting tho upper Riir- 
'ace into a species of parchment, vtfwhing 
with a solution of soda, drying and gla/,- 
ng following. Care is taken to leave tho 
;dges free when the strips of paper nro 
fastened together, fio that other sti-ip.s may 
tie added at tho sides, thus forming a sulli- 
dent breadth of sails. To fasten tho strips 
together a paste is used which contains tho 
same ingredients as those added to tho pa 
per pulp, while, by inserting cords on the 
sides, the edging of tho sail is formed. 
Unfortunately no account is vouchsafed of 
the practical working of such "Rails" when 
utilized for their legitimate purpose.—New 
York I./edger.
